Interesting 
Letter From 
Mrs. L. Roe 


Following is a letter received 
by Miss Kathy MacLeod from 
Mrs. Roe who, in company with 
her husband, parents and 
brothers, are enroute by cara- 
van to the Peace River district. 
Dear Kathy: 

How’s business? Fine, I hope. 
If the weather is as hot with 
you as it is here then you must 
be selling lots of ice cream, 


We are enjoying our trip 
fine and getting to be quite 
good campers. I never did 
camp out very often so it is 
quite interesting—but I don’t 
enjoy the pests such as mos 
quitoes (they are awfully big), 
and. the sand flies (they are 
awfully small), Nor do we 
like to see the bull dog flies, 
ear and nose flies, heel and ear 
flies bothering our horses, Yes, 
there really are all those pests. 

The country is nice—trees, 
flowers, butterflies, birds and 
lakes. The Slave Lake is 74 
miles long and at the widest 
point 15 miles, and the fish— 
well you'd think I was telling 
a fish story. 

We saw two jumping deer 
yesterday morning and caught 
sight of what we think was a 
moose, about a quarter of a 
mile away. We've seen no 
b6ars DU nave Teard 6! them 
going into pig pens and gardens 

On the way to Edmonton, 
which we reached the last of 
May, we saw the following 
towns, Gleichen, Rosebud, 
Standard, Drumheller, Munsen, 
Morrin, Roughly, Scollard 
Munsey, Caprona, Big Valley, 
Fenn and Stettler. North of 
Stettler we were held up three 
days and had a real good time 
People were awfully nice to us 
all the way up but we got to 
know the people around Stett- 
ler best. We went to a dance 
in a School house a _ couple 
of miles out of Stettler with 
people by the name of Ounning- 
hams. We had five different 
families visit us during our 
stop there and were out to din- 
nersand for the evenings a 
couple of times, 

On the 24th of May we start- 
ed on from Stettler passing 
through Red Willow, Donalda, 
Meeting Creek, Camrose. Hay 
Lake, New Serepta and were in 
Edmonton at 3 o’clock the last 
day of May and we surely en- 
joyed our visit there—dinners 
lunches teas, shows ete, 

We stopped at St. Albert for 
the night of the 31d of June 
close to the farm where I was 
born. On Saturday went on to 
Mornville where we stayed over 
Sunday and visited people we 
knew. Lyall, Bill and I went 
to Cardiff Saturday, and saw 
two baseball games on Sunday, 

On June 6th we passed on 
again and through the towns 
of Legal, Vimy and a few little 
stations until Athabaska on 
June 9th, and here our first 
accident.

And so the battle wages pro and 
con. A few weeks ago the Cal- 
gary School Board banished cadet 
training. ‘The vote gave a bare 
majority but sometimes progress 
cannot. be unanimous. At the 
time we would liked to have con- 
gratulated the chairman and his 
fellow members but no doubt he 
was overwhelemed with corres- 
pondence. And as would natur- 
ally be expected, the hatchet has 
been raised. 

That there have been good fea- 
tures of the cadet movement none 
but the blindest could fail to dis- 
cover—please note the superlative 
for even the blind could see. Pa- 
triotism. discipline, physical train- 
ing group action, etc., are all 
there and presented in such a way 
as to create enthusiasm, Where 
wedo go astray—and here also 
there are three degrees of blindness 
on the other side as well—is the 
mistake that cadet training 
ALONE will give these results. 
But there is a self-sacrificing pa- 
triotism which has paid the ‘‘su- 
preme sacrifice’ but knows neither 
bands nor banners. And even 
squad drill can be taught without 
rifles, real or substitute. And the 
yery worst indictment that suc- 
ceeding generations could bring 
against us is that we were unable, 
we lacked in original resourceful- 
ness, to discover and create a “‘mor- 
al equivalent’? for war or its tac- 
ics. 

There is a large grant made to 
schools giving this training and 
Calgary in a time of financial need 
has scrapped it. But if state aid 
for religion is bad, military sup- 
port for education is worse. At the 
present our schools are too much 
under sectional control. Much 
progress has been made but a look 
into L. P. Jack’s idea of Dominion 
Status for edueation is well worth 
investigating. And how far would 
$2,500 go in diminishing the taxes 
paid by the citizens of Calgary for 
the debt accumulated in the last 
war. And the next one must be 
worse. Six months’ war would 
create debt larger than the total 
amount even paid by the Depart- 
ment of Militia for school grants. 

And what of the reverse side? 

‘* "The seamy side of war is 
something which the army of no 
nation can afford to have extensive- 
ly advertised,’ begins an article in 
Time, and in speaking of the re- 
quest made by the Publisher Put- 
nan to the War Department for 
photographs showing the horrors 
of war. General Carr to whom 
the reqnest was made refused to 
release a single horrible picture. 
‘To give out such pictures would 
be against publie policy,’ he stat- 
ed, ‘It would not be ethical, It 
would nof be decent, Think of 
Gold Star Mothers the country 

sent to France. ... These Mothers 
carried home on their minds beauti- 
ful pictures of these well-kept rest- 
tng places... The War Depart- 


‘mentha a moral obligation to Gold 
Star Mothers, so only those photo- 
graphs which show the pleasant 
featuaes of war can be released. 
‘In spite of this reftisal Mr. Putnam 
has succeeded in getting together 
89 pictures of gory, grisly, war 
realities for his book ‘The Horror 
of It, 
G ruesome Glcries. 
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Camera Records of War’s

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The Child’s Heart 


From the beginring of life, 
the heart must continue to 
function if life is to be main- 
tained, The existence of every 
part of the body depends upon 
the blood which is brought to 
it by the pumping action of 
the heart. : 

It is obvious that all parts of 
the body will suffer if the heart 
fails to function normally. The 
health of the body as a whole 
is closely related to the effici- 
ency of the heart. 

When the child is born he 
may not have a sound heart 
The condition known as “blue 
badies” due to defective 
structure of the heart, Babies 
with poorly formed hearts do 
not a rule survive, and when 
they do they require special 
care Among the children born 
with perfectly formed heart 
there are some who later dev- 
elop or acquire some abnormal 
heart condition. The disease 
of the heart injchildren is seri- 
ous. It seems as if the undevelop 
ed heart of a child is not able 
to withstand the stresses and 
strains which can be met by 
the mature adult heart, 

It is also to be remembered 
that in childhood rapid growth 
goes on and this makes an 
extra demand upon the heart 
At the same time the heart 
itself is developing into a large 
adult organ, For these rea- 
sans it is obvious that during 
childhvod the heart needs to be 
protected from those conditions 
which may damage this vital 
organ, Children with heart dis- 
ease must be guided so that 
their lives will be conducted 
with more ease than is the 
lite of the normal child. Great- 
er care must be taken as regards 
fo od, tresh air and sunshine.

Premier Gordon S. Harrington, 
of Nova Scotia, has returned from 
his trip to Burope by the Empress 
of Britain, 

Growth of all crops in western
